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Unless it is the general rule to consult 
Governors on the basis of the candidate's 
qualifications before making selections for 
vacancies, I see no need to consult the Acting 
Governor-General or the Governor of Sarawak about 
the candidate in this case. 


In view of Mr. Robison's opinion, 
Mr. Winders' name ought not to be included in the 
field, and we should, I think, now offer the job 
to Mr. Stowell. :

Before doing so, however, we had better 
telegraph to Governor, Sarawak, repeating to 
Acting Governor-General, saying that we are about to 
offer a candidate appointment to the Sarawak 
Service for secondment as Education Officer, Brunei, 
on the existing Sarawak scale for HKducation Officers 
and asking the Governor, Sarawak, to confirm that 
he agrees. We should also enquire whether it is 
mow Gesired that the Officer selected should spend 
his first three months in Malaya. 
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As will be seen from Mr. Ashton's note /O 
attached opposite (18), the salary of this post 
has just been revised. The new maximum is £1,155, 
plus expatriation allowance of £245, which is slightly 
higher than the maximum for Education Officers in 
East and West Africa, so that it is just possible 
that one of these officers may be attracted. 


I agree with the suggestion in Mr. Ashton's 
minute of 13/9/48 that Mr.F.W. Johnson is the most 
suitable of the officers on the original list who 
are still available for consideration. Mr. Johnson 
has however three children and this may prove to be 
an obstacle in the way of his acceptance. 


I have now been through our list of noted 
officers and the following three names avpear to me 
to merit consideration:- 


Mr.A.B. Cozens, Education Officer, Nigeria (Proms File 
not available, but duplicate of last report 
attached); Born 1913, married no children. Said 
to be adaptable. 

Mref.D. Hibbert. Also Education Officer, Nigeria. 
Born 1906, married one child. Has had useful 
experience in the Army in the Far Hast. 

MreHedJe Padmore, Education Officer, Grenada, 
Windward Islands. This officer is at present 
serving on agreement, but has recently applied 
for a permanent appointment in the Colonial 
Education Service. Although he has earned 
very good reports in the Windward Islands, our 
difficulty about placing him in a permanent post 
of suitable seniority is that he has no degree. 
I do not think any stipulation has been made 
that this Brunei post must be filled by an 
officer with a degree - what is essentially 
required is a fairly young officer with plenty 
of ideas and ir. Padmore would I think fill the 
bill in this respect. He may not however, for 
family reasons be attracted to Brunei. 


Education Advisers will no doubt say whether any 


of the above named officers should in their opinion 
be preferred to Mr. Johnson.
